W hen peace came, this nation was begging for lead­ 
ership in a speedy turnover to civilian output; and des 
titute millions in other lands turned eyes this way for 
food, clothing, fuel and shelter. 

Instead of 
flashing the green light for full-scale production under tile 
speedy and eftitTent methods of private initiative, I ruman 
accepted that most fallacious theory ever invented— that 
wages could successfully rise under frozen prices. 
Private industry and private capital, bursting at its 
bonds, were shackled anew by the red-tape of bureauc­ 
racy; reconversion stopped almost as quickly as it started.
